MacLaughlin Re-Elected As 
Siate Officer; Gasoline 
Tax Change Is Endorsed 


The California State Grange con- | 
cluded its annual meeting at Modesto | 


early last Saturday morning and dele- 
gates from El Dorado County, includ- 
ing Charles MacLaughlin, a state offi- 
cer, and Pomona Master Carl Visman, 
with the masters of the subordinate 
Granges in this district, returned to 
their homes over the week-end. 

Mr. Visman has summarized 
meeting for us in the following re- 
port: 

The California State Grange con- 
cluded its convention in Modesto, last 
Saturday at 6 a.m. As Senator Gar- 
rison of Stanislaus County stated, the 
program of this Farmers’ Convention 
is the best we have had for Califor- 
nia. 

Many important resolutions, one of 
which was for a re-adjus.ment of the 
gasoline tax in order to obtain more 
funds for our county roads, have been 
introduced and accepted by the State 
Grange. This resolution was introduced 
by the El Dorado County Pomona 
Grange. This measure should have the 
undivided support of all rural com- 
munities. The State Board of Super- 
visors is also very much in favor of 
this action. 


The Grange voted against any pro- | 


rate law to be enacted, feeling that al- 
ter all, the small farmer is the back 


bone of our nation; and that ky Uncle | 


Sam putting too many restrictions on 
agriculture—either Federal or State— 
the rank and file of agricultural pro- 
ducers will get the worst of it, as is 
too often the case. 


The-organization also endorsed a re- 
solution, insisting that the California 
Toll Bridge Authority take action to 
break the barrier of exhorbitant tolls 
at the Carquinez Bridge, and that the

R. Veale, 73, for 40 years one of the 
West’s most colorful peace officers, died 
here last night after an operation for 
a gall bladder infection. 

Veale first was elected sheriff of 
Contra Costa county in 1894 and he 
served continuously in that office until 
he was defeated for reelection three 
years ago.

Twice he arrested Thomas J. Mooney 
on charges of illegally possessing ex- 
plosives before Mooney was convicted 
of the 1916 Preparedness Day bomb- 
ings in San Francisco.

He is survived by six children and his 
widow, Marion, who was his third 
wife.

47 Deaths Laid 
To Elixir 


Sulfanilamide As Powder 
Saves Lives, Kills When 
Used As Compound Agent 


CHICAGO, (IP) — New testimony of 
the life-saving qualities of sulfanila- 
mide was given today as medical au- 
thorities charged 47 deaths to an at- 
tempt to employ the drug in a new 


Ta 


form. 

Lives were saved when sulfanilamide 
was used in its plain form—a white, 
srystalline powder. 

Death resulted when the sulfanila- 
mide was stirred into a glycol com- 
pound to form an elixir. Apparently 
diethylene glycol was the lethal fac- 
tor. 


The elixir death toll by states: Ala- 
bama 5, Georgia 5 (all suspected), Tlli- 
nois, 7, Mississippi 14, Texas 4 (one 
suspected), Missouri 1, Oklahoma 9, 
Ohio 1, Tennessee 1. 

Manufacturers of the elixir have re- 
called their 375 shipments. Agents of 
the food and drug administration and 
state and local officials are conduct- 
ing a nationwide search to recover all 
the elixir still not accounted for. 

Physicians warned against use of 
“unknown” drugs, and advised that 
sulfanilamide be administered only 


. under expert supervision.

PENSION LOAD 
DOUBLED 


Liberalization Of Terms, 
Gain In Applicants Adds 
To Costs To State 


SACRAMENTO, ‘l?) — Payments to 
California’s old age pensioners have 
almost doubled during the last year be- 
cause of the increase in number of 
persons receiving aid and liberaliza- 
tion of the pension laws by the 1937 
legislature, Mrs. Florence L. Turner, 
director of social welfare, reported to- 
day.

showed 85,349 persons received $2,847.- | 


118.90 in September, compared with 
payments of $1,520,670 to 52,328 pen- 
sioners in the same month a year ago. 
Applications of 16,766 others were un- 
der consideration. If approved, these 
would boost the costs by $576,750.40, 
Mrs. Turned said. 

Los Angeles county led in distribu- 
tion of old age assistance, with pay- 
ments of 1,100,837.88 to 33,043 per- 
sons during September; San Francisco 
was second, paying $217,294 to 6.442 
pensioners . and Alameda county third 
with payments totaling $167.628.90 to 
5.203 persons. 

The state average for payments dur- 
ing September was $33.40 per person, 
compared with $31.53 for August. To- 
tal costs of pensions is divided on the 
basis of $15 per person from the fed- 
era] government and $10 each from the 
state and county.

$31,000,000 state surplus in 1939 with a 
possible consequent reduction in taxes 
'was the hope held out to Placerville 
business men Tuesday noon by State 
‘Controller Harry B. Riley, guest speak- 
‘er at the Lions club luncheon at Hotel 
Raffles. 

| Mr. Riley, accompanied by James 
| Hickey, inheritance tax attorney, came 
to Placerville to pay his first visit to 
,the community as state controller, and 
to speak before the Lions at the invi- 
tation of Don H. Goodrich. 

Prior to becoming state controller, 
Mr. Riley served several terms in the 
Legislature representing the Long 
, Beach district, and prior to that was 
commissioner of finance for the city of 
Long Beach. 
| Mr. Riley sketched the state’s recent 
revenue history beginning with June of 
1931 when there was a $30,000,000 sur- 
plus in the state treasury. Two years 
later, he reported, the state had a de- 
ficit of $13,000,000 and in 1935 this had 
increased to $20,000,000. 

On June 30, 1937, tne deficit iad 
been reduced to $19,000,000 and it is 
now estimated that the state will be 
able to cease registering warrants next 
| June and will be able to call all out- 
standing warrants in August of next 
year. 

If state incomes continue as at pre- 
sent, Mr. Riley said, it is estimated 
‘that on June 30. 1939, the state will 
have a $31,000,000 surplus. 

“T want to tell you, too, that operat- 
ing on an unbalanced budget has been 
expensive for the State of California,” 
he declared, revealing that 
.this depression we have paid out $3,- 
500.000 in interest alone.”
